There is no let-up in either action or 
suspense in the forceful new Metro- 
Goldwyn-Mayer picture, “Platinum

He is received with hostility by the 
school’s commandant, Major Kelly 
(Dan Duryea) and the latter’s sec- 
retary-sweetheart, Jennifer Evans 
(Terry Moore); he is intimidated by 
the cadets’ drill instructor (Christo- 
pher Dark) and the physical education 
head (Richard Jaeckel) ; attempts are 
made on his life by a trio of cadets 
known as “The Three Beasts’; and he 
is trapped into a three-against-one fight 


with rifles (this is one of the most 
savage fights yet depicted in films). 
Blocked at every turn in his quest to 
find out the truth about his son’s death, 
Conway finally makes a startling dis- 
covery when he talks to his boy’s for- 
mer roommate (Warren Berlinger). 
What happens from here on leads to a 
stark climax in the shark-infested 
watérs off Sabre Island, with the fate 
of Conway, Commandant Kelly and 
Jennifer Evans decided in a breathtak- 
ing chase in which Kelly, in a speed- 
boat, tries to run down Conway after he 
has made his escape from the island in 
a small outboard motor boat.

CATALINA ISLAND ONE OF THE STARS 
OF MGM'S “PLATINUM HIGH SCHOOL” 


One of the most versatile performers 
in Hollywood history is Catalina Island. 

Cast in many roles over several dec- 
ades of filming, Catalina, off the Cali- 
fornia coast, has “played” the part of 
Pago-Pago, Barbados, the coast of 
Spain, even New England’s Cape Cod. 
The island has such a variety of scenery 
that it assumed each locale with com- 
plete conviction. And just to prove how 
attractive it is without “make-up” and 
in its own right, on at least two occa- 
sions, Catalina has appeared as Catalina 
Island on the screen. 

Currently it is seen as the dour and 
menacing Sabre Island in Metro-Gold- 
wyn-Mayer’s “Platinum High School,” 
starring Mickey Rooney, Terry Moore 
and Dan Duryea. Rooney goes to the 
island as a young father investigating 
the hazing murder of his son at a school 
for wealthy delinquents. The last time 
he made a film at Catalina was in 1953. 
The island played itself and Rooney ap- 
peared as a rollicking, carefree bachelor 
sailor. Tempus fugit. 

One of the pioneering movie location 
jaunts to Catalina Island was made in 
1923, when Director Maurice Tourneur 
took silent picture stars Anna Q, Nils- 
sen and Milton Sills there for scenes in 
“The Isle of Lost Ships,” with Catalina 
impersonating the eerie shores of the 
Saragossa Sea. The following year, 
Catalina played itself under the direc- 
tion of Cecil B. DeMille in “Feet of 
Clay,” with Rod La Rocque and Vera 
Reynolds. 

Director James Cruze needed pickup 
shots for the buffalo stampede in “The 
Covered Wagon” in 1923. Instead of 
treking back to the Southwest, he 
shipped J. Warren Kerrigan, Lois Wil- 
son and a herd of buffalo to Catalina 
for a sequence. Cruze and the actors 
left when the scene was completed, but 
the animals remained and their off- 
spring still roam the island. 

The craggy coastline of the island 
impersonated Cape Cod in 1924 in “Wo- 
men Who Give,” starring Frank Keen- 
an and Barbara Bedford. The same 
year, Catalina substituted for Barbados 
in the West Indies for ‘Captain Blood” 
which brought J. Warren Kerrigan 
back to the island, this time with Jean 
Paige. 

Maurice Tourneur took Anita Stew- 
art and Bert Lytell to Tahiti for “Never 
the Twain Shall Meet.” But after the 
company’s return to Hollywood, it was 
decided additional sequences were need- 
ed and Catalina graciously became the 
village of Papeete. 

The island’s coastline posed as the 
shore of Tripoli for “Old Ironsides,” 
with Charles Farrell and Esther Rals- 
ton. It became Pago-Pago for Gloria 


Swanson’s production of “Sadie 
Thompson.”

One of the early “talkies” to be filmed 
at Catalina was “The Narrow Corner,” 
starring Douglas Fairbanks, Jr. and 
Patricia Ellis, with a South Seas atoll 
locale. It became an island in the 
Dutch East Indies for “Typhoon” 
(Dorothy Lamour and Robert Pres- 
ton); a French penal colony for “Con- 
demned” (Ronald Colman and Ann 
Harding) ; the coastline of the Bay of 
Monaco for “My Past” (Bebe Daniels 
and Ben Lyon) ; Singapore for “Scarlet 
Seas” (Richard Barthelmess and Betty 
Compson), 

Called upon to appear as the coast off 
Spain, Catalina obliged in “Blockade,” 
starring Henry Fonda and Madeleine 
Carroll. It played the title role in 
“Treasure Island,” with Wallace Beery 
aund Jackie Cooper, then switched to 
the role of Tahiti in “Mutiny on the 
Bounty,” which starred Clark Gable, 
Charles Laughton and Franchot Tone. 

Catalina Island has had as notable 
a film career as any glamour star. And 
it’s been a longer career than most 
other “actors” can boast. 


$500,000 Shark Accident

Because of shark casualties off

Zugsmith took out a $500,000 acci- 
dent insurance policy on Mickey 
Rooney and Terry Moore during 
filming of Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer’s 
“Platinum High School.”

Although Conway Twitty doesn’t 
personally specialize in rock ’n’ roll, he 
resents this form of music being lam- 
basted by so-called “high-brows.” 

The teen-age platter idol recently 
made his motion picture debut in Metro- 
Goldwyn - Mayer’s “Platinum High 
School,” in which he plays a dramatic 
role with Mickey Rooney, Terry Moore 
and Dan Duryea. 

Twitty, who is known as a ballad 
singer, has made the Hit Parade with 
several of his recordings, among them 
the widely-popular “Danny Boy.”

It has a young beat and maybe you’ve 
got to have young ears to really get the 
message.”

I’d rather the 
fans remembered me in ‘Babes in 
Arms’ than have them say, ‘Mickey’s

Rooney plays the father of a 15- 
year-old son in his new Metro-Gold- 
wyn-Mayer picture, “Platinum High 
School.” It’s a dramatic part which he 
describes as “easy on the feet — no 
dancing.” 

Rooney is not the only star to for- 
sake dancing for drama. Fred Astaire, 
top dancer of them all, recently played 
his first dramatic role in “On the 
Beach” and will next do another 
straight part in “The Pleasure of His 
Company.” Gene Kelly will have nary 
a song or dance when he makes “In- 
herit the Wind” for Stanley Kramer.
